No. 6 724/67 -CS(I) . — The Rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
February, 1968 for the purpose of filling vacanc.es in the 
following ServicesVposts ate published for general informa- 
tion : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Service — Assistants’ Grade: 

(ii) Grade rv of the General Cadre (Assistants) of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B). 

iiii) Railway Board Secretarial Service — Grade T\ (Assist- 
ants) ; 

(iv ) Posts of Assistant in cetuiin Departments, Offices ol 
the Central Government not included vyithm the 
purview of the Central Secretariat Sen ice/ Indian 
Foreign Service (Hj/Ruiiway Board Secretariat 
Service. 

A candidate may compute in respect, of any one or more 
of iiic. Services/ Posts mentioned above, He may specify in 
his application us many or these Service^/ posts as lie may 
wish to compete for. Candidates are warned that they will 
not be considered tor appointment to any Scrvicc/post not 
specified by them. 

NJf. — Candidates arc required to specify cleat iy lire order 
of preferences for the Serviccs/posts for which they wish to 
compete. No request for alternation in the order of prefer-

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public

ib) a Subject of Sikkim, ot 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, ci- 
te) Tibetan refugee who came over to India oeforc the 

1st January, 1962, with the intention ol permanently 
settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and East African Countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tan- 
zania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the 
intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (J i 
<e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been given by the Government of 


India and if he belongs to category (f) the certificate of eligi- 
bility will be issued tor a period of one year aiier wmcii suv.ii 
a candidate will nc returned m seivice subject to Jus having 
acquired Indian citizenship. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be nccessaty in 
the cave or" candidates belonging Lo any one ot tile lotiowing 
categories : — 

(i j Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have ordinarily 
been residing in India since tnen. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India lrom Pakistan on 
or after the nineteenth day of July, lv48, and have 
got themselves reginered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution, rtz., 26th Janu- 
ary, 195U, and who have continued in sued service 
since then wnhoui a break. Any such person who 
re-entered or may re-enter such service witn break 
after the 26th January, 1930, wnl, however, requite 
certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories (c), 
(d) and (e) above will not be eligible for appointment to 
Guide IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of tne Indian 
Foreign Service (B). 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to Ihc necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

4. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled 'bribe or is not a resident of t he Union Terri- 
tory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Union Territory 
of Goa, Daman and Diu or is not a migrant from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tan- 
ganyika and Zanzibar) shall be permitted to compete more 
than two times at the examination. This restriction is effective 
from the examination held in 1962. 

Note 1. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
he deemed to have competed at the examination once for 
all the Scrvices/posts covered by the examination, if he 
compel es for any one or more of the Services/posts. 

Noil 2. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or 
more subjects. 

5(a). A candidate for this examination must have attain- 
ed the age of 20 years and must not have aTaind ihc age 
of 24 years on the 1st January, 1968 i.e., he must have been 
born not earlier than 2nd January, 1944 and not later than 
1st January, 1948, 

Provided that a candidate who was bom earlier than 2nd 
January, 1944 but not earlier than 2nd Augusi, 1943 shall 
also be eligible for admission to the examination as a special 
case. This relaxation would be admissible for the exami- 
nation to be held in 1968 only. 

(b) 'The upper age limit prescribed above will be re- 
laxable : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a Candida' c is 
a bona fide displaced person from East Pakis'an 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st January 
1964; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from 
Ensl Pakistan and has migrated to India on or 
nftcr 1st January, 1964; 

(iv) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry 
and has received education through the medium 
of French at some stage; 

(\) up to a maximum of three years if a candid.vr is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Ceylon 
and has migrated to Tndia on or after 1st Novem- 
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bcr, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and Is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November. 1964 under the Indo-Ceylon Agree- 
ment of October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda or the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(vili) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in 
disturbed areas, and released as a consequence 
thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in 
disturbed areas, and released as a consequence 
thereof, who belongs to the Scheduled Castes or 
the Scheduled Tribes; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu, 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

6. A candidate must hold a degree of any of the uni- 
versities enumerated in Appendix I, or must possess any 
of the qualifications mentioned in Appendix 1-A. 

Note I. — A candidate who has appeared at an examin- 
ation the passing of which would render him eligible to 
appear at this examination but has not been informed of 
the result may apply for admission to the examination. A 
candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifying exami- 
nation may also apply, provided the qualifying examination 
is completed before the commencement of this examination. 
Such candidates will be admitted to the examination, if 
otherwise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to 
b® provisional and subject to cancellation if they do not 
produce proof of having passed the examination, as soon 
a* possible and in any caso not later than two months after 
the commencement of this examination. 

Note II.— In exceptional cases, the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate who has not the above 
qualification, as educationally qualified provided that he 
has passed an examination, conducted by other institutions, 
the standard of which in the opinion of the Commission, 
justifies his admission to the examination. 

Note III. — Candidates who are otherwise eligible but who 
have taken degrees from foreign universities which are not 
Included In Appendix I may also apply and may be admitted 
to the examination at the discretion of the Commission. 

7. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case 
in which such marriage is void by reason of Its taking place 
during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services /posts, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion unless the Government of India after being satisfied 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any male 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by 
reason of the husband having a wife living at the time of 
such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services/posts. appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion unless the Government of Indio after being satisfied that 


them are special grounds for doing so, exempt any female 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(c) Women candidates who arc married wiLl not ordi- 
narily be eligible for appointment to Grade IV of the 
General Cadre (Assistants) of the I,F,S.(B). A woman 
member of this Grade who is not married shall obtain the 
permission of tho Government, in writing, before her mar- 
riage is solemnised. At any time, after the marriage a 
woman member of tho Service may be required to resign 
from the service, if the Government is satisfied that her 
family and domestic commitments are likely to come in the 
way of tho due and efficient discharge of her duties as a 
member of the Service. 

8. A candidate already in Government Service, whether 
in a permanent or temporary capacity, must obtain prior per- 
mission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
examination. 

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
ihe efficient discharge or his duties as an officer of the 
Service. A candidate, who after such medical examination, 
as may be prescribed by the competent authority, is found 
not to sansty tnese requirements, will not bo appointed. 
Only such candidates as arc likely to bo considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

10. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment. unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suit- 
able in all respects for appointment to the Service/post. 

11. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise oi a candidate tor admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

13. Candidates must Pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to the Commission’s Notice. 

14. Any attempt on tho part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

15. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with 
or of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise r/sorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall, may in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified 
period : — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment 
under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate rules, if he is already in service under Gov- 
ernment. 

16. Reservations shall be made for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect 
of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modifica- 
tion) Order. 1956, read with Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Order (Amendment) Act, 1956, the Constitution 
(Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956. the 
Constitution (Andaman and Nieobar Islands) Scheduled 
Tribes Order. 1959. the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Castes Older, 1962, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Haveli ) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962 
and the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order. 
1964. 

17. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merR as disclosed by tht 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in that 
order so many candidates as nre fo*nd by the Commission 
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to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended for 
appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies decided 
to be filled on the results of the examination : 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission for any Service/ 
post. Is declared by them to be suitable for appointment 
thereto with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of 
administration, shall be recommended for appointment to 
vftcancie* reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes, as the case may be in that Service/ 
post, 

Note, — Due consideration will be given to the preferences 
expressed by a candidate at the time of his application (c.f. 
Col. 26 of the application form) but a candidate may be 
assigned to any Service/post for which the examination is 

held. 

18. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall bo decided 
by the Commission in their discretion, and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

19. Appointments will be made on probation for a period 
of two years. The period of probation may be extended, if 
considered necessary. 

20. Candidates will be required to pass a test in type- 
writing conducted by the Commission, at a minimum speed 
of 30 words per minute, within a period of two years fiom 
the date of appointment to the Assistants’ Grade. In the 
event of theii failure to pass the test within the prescribed 
period, they shall not be entitled to draw any further incre- 
ments in the Assis ants’ Grade until they pass such test or 
are exempted from this requirement under a special or general 
order; and on passing or being exempted from the test, their 
pay shall be refixed as if their inciements had not been with- 
held, but no arrears of pay shall be allowed for the period 
the increments had been withheld.

1. (i) CENTRA!, SECRETARIAT SERVICE. 

The Central Secretariat Service has at present four grades 
as follows : —

Note. — Assistants promoted as Section Officers are allowed 
a minimum pay ol Rs. 400 p.m. 

(2) Persons recruited direct as Assistants will be on 
probation for a period of two years during which they will 
undergo such training and pass such departmental tests as 
may be prescribed by Government. Failure to show sufficient 
progress in the course o. .raining or to pass the test may 
result in the discharge of the probationer from service. 

(3) On conclusion of the period of probation, the Govern- 
ment may confirm the probationer in his appointment or, if 
his work or conduct hr:, in the opinion of Government, been 
unsatisfactory he may e ihe - be dis.harged from the service 
or his period of 1 probation may be extended for such further 
period as Government may think fit. 

(4) Assistants recruited to the Central Secretariat Service 
will be pos ed to one of tite Ministries or Offices participating 
in the Central Secretariat Service Scheme. They may how- 
ever, at any time be transferred to any other such Ministry 
or Office. 

(5) Assistants will be eligible for promotion to higher 
grades in accordance wbh the rules in force from time to 
time in this behalf. 

(6) Person appointed to the Assistants’ Grade of the Cen- 
tral Secretariat Service in pursuance of their option for that 
service will r.ot, after such appointment, have any Nairn for 
transfer or appointment to any post included i n the cadre of 
the T ndian Foreign Service (B) or the Railway Board Secre- 
tariat Service Scheme. 


(a) The service conditions of staff employed in the Ministry 
of Railways so far as recruitment, Gaining, promotion etc. are 
concerned, are regulated by the Railway Board’s Secretariat 
Service Scheme, which is similar to the Cent'al Secretariat 
Service Scheme. 

(b) The Railway Board Secretariat Service consists of the 
following grades : — 

(i) Assistant Director/ Under Secretary = Rs. 900-50- 
1,250. 

(ii) Section Officer — Rs. 350-25-500-30-590-EB-30-800- 
EB-30-830-35-9U0. 

(iii) Assistants — Rs, 210-10-270-15-300-EB-15-450-EB 
20-530. 

Direct recruitment is made to the posts of Section Officers 
and Assistants. Assistants promoted as Section Officers are 
allowed a minimum pay ot Ks. 4UU p.m. 

(c) Officers recruited direct as Assistants will be on proba- 
tion tor two years during which they will have to undergo 
such training and pass such departmental tests as may be 
prescribed by the uovertimeni. rauure to show sufficient 
progress in the course of training or to pass the test will 
result in tfie discharge of the probationer from service. 

(d) On the conclusion of his period of probation, the Gov- 
ernment may confirm the officer in his appointment, or if his 
work or conduct has, in the opinion of Government, been 
unsatisfactory, Government may either discharge him from 
the service or may extend his period of prooauon for such 
further period as Government may think fit. 

(e) Assistants will be eligible for promotion to higher grades 
in accordance with the rules in foice from time to time in 
this behalf. 

(f) The Railway Board's Secretariat Service is confined to 
the Mints. ry ol Railways and llte Siatl are not liable to trans- 
fer to other Ministries as in the Central Secretariat Service. 

(g) Officers including probationers of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Service recruited under these rules; 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits; and 

(ii) shall subscribe to the non-contributory State Railway 
Provident i-'iind under the Rules o, tfiat fund as are 
applicable to Railway Servants appointed on the date 
they join Service. 

Ch) The staff employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
entitled to the privilege of passes and privilege ticket orders 
on the same scale as are admissible to other Railway Staff. 

(i) As regards leave and ether conditions of service staff 
included in the Railway Board’s Secretariat Service are treated 
in the same way as outer Railway Officers but in the matter 
of medical facilities they will be governed by the rules appli- 
cable to other Central Government employees with headquar- 
ters at New Delni. 

(iii) INDIAN FOREIGN SERVICE (B). 

All posts of Assistants in the Ministry of External Affairs 
and in Indian Diplomatic, Consular and Commercial Missions 
and Posts abroad, and a lew posb of Assistants in the Minis- 
try of Commerce, are included in Grade IV of the General 
Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service (B). The various grades 
m the General Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service (B) 
excluding Grades lower than Grade IV. 
are as follows : —

Note 1. — Direct Recruitment is mad<j to the integrated Grades 
II and III and to Grade IV. Assistants promoted 
to the integrated Grade II and HI are allowed a 
minimum pay of Rs. 400/- p.m. 
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Note 2 . — In accordance with the rules and orders in force 
from time to time. Grade I officials may be pro- 
moted to the Senior Scale of the Indian Foreign 
Service carrying a scale of pay Rs. 900-50-1,000- 
60-1,600-50-1,800. 

2. Candidates selected for Grade IV of the General Cadre 
(Assistants) of the I.F.S, (B) will be appointed against per- 
manent and long-term 'emno-arv vacancies. Appointments 
will normally be made in the order of ranks assigned to the 
candidates by the Union PuDlic Service Commission, subject 
to the rejection of tho'e not found suitable for service abroad. 
I o determine their suitability for service abroad, candidates 
may be required to appear for an interview before a Selection 
Board to he constituted by the Ministry of External Affairs. 
New Delhi. 

3. Persons recruited direct to Grade IV of the General 
Cadre of the Indian Forei-n Service (B) will be on proba- 
tion for a period of two years during which they will under- 
go such training and pass such tests as may be prescribed by 
Government. Failure to show sufficient progress in the 
course of training or to pa«s the tests may result in the dis- 
charge of the probationer from Service. 

4. Persons appointed to the Indian Foreign Service (B) will 
have no claim to be appointed to posts included in the 
Cadre of the Central Secretariat Service, and the Railway 
Board Secretariat Service. Further, all such persons will be 
liable to serve in anv post either in India or abroad, to which 
they may be posted. 

5. While employed in Tndia, members of the Indian 
Foreign Service IB) are allowed such allowances in addition 
to their basic pay as mav be admissible to other Central 
Government employees holding similar posts. When posted 
abroad, these officers are eh'pjble for the grant of certain con- 
cessions such as foreign allowance, free furnished residential 
accommodation, '"hild'-en’s educa’ion allowance, outfit allow- 
ance and passages for themselves and for their families, etc., 
according to the scales laid down for these benefits bv the 
Government from time to time. These concessions are liable 
to be withdrawn, modified or enhanced in accordance with 
such general decisions as the Government may take. 

6. All officers appointed to the T.FS.(B) will be subject 
to the Indian Foreign Service (Branch B> (Recruitment, 
Cadre. Seniority and Promotion! Rules. 1964, and also by 
other rules and Regulations which the Government may 
hereafter frame and make applicable to the service. 

7. Persons appointed to Grade TV of the General Cadre 
(Assistants) of the I.F.S. (B) will be eligible for promotion 
to higher grades in accordance with the provisions contained 
in the Indian Foreign Service (Branch B) (Recruitment, 
Cadre, Seniority and Promotion) Rules, 1964. 


(2) ELECTION COMMISSION, INDIA. 

The posts of Assistants in the Election Commission carry a 
scale of pay of Rs. 210-10-270-15-300-EB-15-450-EB-20-530 
like the posts of Assistants in the Central Secretariat Service. 
These posts are, however, not included in the Central Secre- 
tariat Service Scheme and the persons appointed to these 
posts will have no claim to be appointed to posts included 
in the cadre of the Central Secretariat Service. 

2. The persons recruited direct as Assistants will be on 
probation for a period of two years during which they will 
undergo such training and pass such departmental tests as 
may be prescribed by Government. Failure to show suffi- 
cient progress in the course of training or to pass the tests 
may result in the discharge of the probationer from service. 

3. On completion of the period of probation, the Govern- 
ment may confirm the probationer in his appointment or, 
if his work or conduct has, in the opinion of Government 
been unsatisfactory he mav cither be discharged from the 
service or his period of probation may be extended for such 
further period as Government may think fit. 

4. Assistants will be eligible for promotion to higher 
grades in accordance with the rules in force from time to 
time in this behalf. The next two higher grades are — 

(1) Section Officers’ Grade— Rs. 350-25-500-30-590-EB- 
30-800-EB-30-830-35-900. 

(2) Under Secretaries’ Grade — Rs. 900-50-1,250. 

(3) DEPARTMENT OF TOURISM. 

The posts of Assistants in the Department of Tourism 
carry a scale of pay of Rs. 210 10-270-15-300-E8-15-450-EB- 
20-530 as prescribed for Grade IV of the Central Secretariat 
Service. These posts are, however, not included in the C.S.S. 
Scheme and the persons appointed to these posts will have 
no claim to be appointed to the posts included in the cadre 
of the C.S.S. 

The persons recruited direct as Assistants will be on pro- 
bation for a period of two years during which they will 
undergo such training and pass such departmental tests as 
may be prescribed by the Government from time to time. 
Failure to show sufficient progress in the course of training 
or to pass the test may remit in the discharge of the pro- 
bationer from service. 

On completion of the probation the Government mav con- 
firm the probationer in his appointment, or if his work or 
conduct, has. in the opinion of the Government been unsatis- 
factory, he may either be discharged from service or his 
period of probation may be extended for such further period 
as the Government may consider necessary. 

Assistants will be eligible for promotion to higher grade 
of Assistant Director (Administration) in the pay scale of 
Rs. 400-25-500-30-590-EB-30-800 in accordance with the 
rules in force from time to time in this behalf. 
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
